1*  m  was  again  the  subject  of  discus- 
sion at  yesterday's  meeting  of  the 
Police  Commission  held  In  ChleT 
Fry's  office  at  the  Klsgard  Street  Sta- 
tion, and  a  resolution  wan  passed  en- 
dorsing the  plan  submitted  by  the 
police  c  hief  ut  a  former  meeting,  and 
Instructing  him  to  work  out  all  details 
and  present  the  completed  schedule, 
together  with  an  authorising  motion 
passed  by  the  Commission,  to  the  City 
Council. 

Itecom  mendat  ions  seeking  to 
remedy  present  parking  conditions  In 
the  downtown  business  district  of  tho 
city  were  presented  by  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  and  the  Automobile 
t'lub.  and  on  a  petition  signed  by  the 
heads  of  a  considerable  number  of 
merchants  doing  business  on  Douglas. 
Yates,  View  and  other  streets  in  the 
main  commercial  urea.  Th»  petition 
asked  that  steps  be  taken  to  prevent 
the  parking  of  cars  except  during  a 
limited  time,  and  then  only  on  the 
parallel-curb  cystem 

Mayor  Wayward,  chairman,  stated 
that  the  Council  had  prepared  a  by- 
law covering  the  changes  asked  for 
some  time  ago,  hut  had  left  It  In 
abeyance  until  various  bodies  Inter- 
ested agreed  on  some  plan  that  was 
mutually  satisfactory.  Commissioner 
Altken.  while  agreeing  lhat  the  partial 
blockading  of  streets  as  under  thr 
present  system  was  detrimental  to 
business  houses,  the  owners  of  cars 
must  also  he  considered  and  adequate 
P  irking  space  would  have  to  be  pro-

The  re- 
sponsibility for  the  aerial  defence  of 
Britain  and  the  F.mpirc  has  now 
devolved  on  Mr.  Leach  and  his  col- 
leagues in  the  Air  Minifctry.  but  Mr. 
Leach  is  insistent  in  saying  that 
what  is  being  done  now  is  only  for 
the  "time  being."  He  leaves  the  im- 
pression that  there  are  to  be  reduc- 
tions and  emphasizes  that  the  ap- 
parent increase  being  made  does  not 
mean,  an  increase  in  armaments.

MUSIC  IN  THE  8CHOOL3 



Whatever  frilal  ha\e  been  devei 
oped  in  State  edu.ational  systems 
one  of  them  is  not  tnusi.  foi  there 
is  need  for  music  in  the  schools  and 
music  through  all  life  There  is  no: 
enough  iiiUsk  in  the  schools,  the 
atmosphere  for  it  is  not  sufficiently 
developed,  and,  in  environments  other 
than  that  in  which  we  live,  this  is  be 
ing  realized  more  and  more  Brad 
lord,  Kngland,  is  now  engaging  on  an 
interesting  CApenmet.t  Children  by 
the  thousand  are  be.ng  enteitan.cd 
by  a  series  of  concerts  in  which  there- 
are  orchesti..!  \  . ograBBies  of  the 
classics.  The  children,  as  The  School- 
master relates,  arc  being  introda»»4. 
t,,  the  composition*  ol  Hadyn, 
M-zart,  lia.  h,  iteethoven  and  othe. 
of  the  masters.  The  orchestral  in- 
struments arc  explained  to  the  chil- 
dren. In  addition  to  this  develop- 
ment in  musical  teaching  each  Bra* 
ford  School  has  its  own  choir  and 
these  choirs  compete  against  each 
other  at  musical  festivals. 

In  Aberdeen,  Scotland,  special 
orchestral  concerts  are  given  for  the 
young  people  of  that  city  and  as 
many  as  6.000  wanted  to  attend  one 
performance  although  only  2,500 
could  be  admitted.  Other  instances 
might  be  quoted  to  show  the  develop- 
ment of  the  appreciation  of  the 
educative  value  of  music,  of  its  effect 
upon  character  and  conscience,  of  its 
teachings  of  some  of  the  beauties  of 
life,  of  its  mollifying  and  refining  in- 
fluences and  of  the  undoubted  relief 
it  gives  from  the  routine  grind  of 
other  studies.  Music  is  not  a  "frill" 
under  any  state  educational  system. 
It  is  an  inspiration,  especially  where 
classical  music  is  taught  ll  makes 
better  children,  broader  minded  in 
their  approach  towards  other  studies 
and  it  develops  the  aesthetic  faculties 
in  a  manner  which  cannot  fail  to 
make  for  good.  More  music  in  the 
schools  and  in  the  lives  of  the  people 
is  needed  to  benefit  the  social  out- 
look. 


Note  and  Comment 


Sir  Alfred  Yarrow  has  made  a 
sporting  offer  to  the  people  of  Lon- 
don with  a  view  to  relieving  the  con- 
gestion of  traffic.  He  is  prepared  at 
his  own  expense  to  erect  at  a  selected 
place  where  cross  roads  cause  con- 
siderable congestion,  an  elevated 
crossing  which  shall  have  a  width 
suitable  for  two  lines  of  vehicles. 
The  only  conditions  he  makes  are 
these:  That  the  scheme  remain  in 
operation  for  two  years,  so  that  a 
correct  estimate  of  its  efficiency  can 
be  formed.  If.  at  the  end  of  that 
period,  the  authorities  decide  that  it 
shall  remain,  or  if  the  principle  is 
adopted  elsewhere,  he  shall  be  reim- 
bursed for  the  expenditure  he  has  in- 
curred. If,  on  the  other  hand,  the 
plan  is  not  deemed  successful.  Sir 
Alfred  Yarrow  will  pay  for  pulling 
down  the  erection  and  restore  the 
road  to  its  original  condition.  The 
point  suggested  for  the  experiment  is 
where  Regent  Street  and  Oxford 
Street  intersect.  A  committee  of  the 
St.  Marylebone  Borough  Council  is 
considering  the  suggestion  while  the 
London  County  Council  has  referred 
Sir  Alfred  Yarrow's  offer  to  its  Im- 
provements Committee.

There  may  be  exceedingly  interest- 
ing developments  from  this  first  in- 
cursion of  the  Ministers  of  the  Labor 
Government  within  the  realm  of 
Royal,  artistocratic  and  fashionable 
circles.

Mr.  Ramsay  MacDonald  appears  to 
be  an  astute  politician.  He  is  taking 
advantage  of  a  peculiar  situation.  If 
that  political  thorn  in  his  flesh,  the 
extreme  Labor  clement,  would  let 
him  alone  he  might  in  course  of  time, 
by  pursuing  a  moderate  policy,  at- 
tract to  his  party  sufficient  of  the 
radical  element  to  form  the  nucleus 
of  a  very  strong  political  party,  and 
it  is  even  conceivable  that  if  in  the 
further  course  of  time,  if  forced  to 
appeal  to  the  country  upon  a  pro- 
gramme of  popular  reform,  he  might 
be  returned  to  power  with  a  real  ma- 
jority in  the  elective  chamber.

No  one  can  predict  with  certainty 
what  might  happen  as  a  result  of  the 
chaotic  political  conditions  in  Great 
Britain  at  the  present  time.  Therefore 
the  situation  is  vcTy  interesting  in- 
deed. The  appearance  of  the  Labor 
Ministers  at  a  Royal  reception  dressed 
in  court  clothes  may  prove  an  epochal 
event  in  the  political  nistory  of  the 
Mother  Country. 

A  member  of  the  British  Parlia- 
ment and  a  member  of  the  Canadian 
Parliament  have  given  notices  of 
motions  to  abolish  the  hangman.

Nevertheless  the  safety  of  society- 
is  the  supreme  consideration  in  such 
cases.  Criminals  are  not  punished 
because  society  demands  revenge,  but 
because  people  must  be  safeRuarded 
against  acts  <>f  violence.  Students  of 
human  nature  tell  us  that  nearly  all 
murders  arc  committed  by  people 
who  are  almost  utterly  devoid  of  mi

Down 
Coventry  Street  to  Leicester  Square,  u 
brassic    shot      away.     almost  every 
building  carries  a  twinkling  mass  of 
Incandeseents,   and   at    another  angle 
off  the  Circus,  Shaftesbury  Avenue  la 
enuallv   bright    with   its  line  of  sky- 
signs  outshining  the  stars  of  heaven

As  late  its  a  year 
and  a  half  ago  the  buildings  along  its 
half-mile  arc  were  the  ./.e  line  of 
Parisian  uniformity  In  all  the  mumbo- 
jumbo  of  London's  architecture.

For  Instance,  there  wePo  seventeen 
different  kinds  of  ducks  alone  that 
abounded  In  the  waiera  of  the  Prov- 
ince. 

Man)  of  the  birds  were  described 
and  profusely  Illustrated  with  147 
slides  shown  on  the  screen.  The  Uc- 
ture  was  very  Interesting  and  In- 
structive. One  would  hardly  have 
realised  that  auch  a  aplendld  lecture 
uould  be  delivered  on  birds  alone.

Mr.  P.  J.  Klnnerty.  a  sub-contrac- 
tor of  the  Northern  Construction 
Company,  was  next  called  by  Mr.  A. 
H.  MacNetll.  K.C..  counsel  for  the 
Provincial  Party. 

Mr.  Klnnerty  was  called  relative  to 
the  charge,  originating  with  himself, 
lhat  the  Government  dishonestly 
paid  154.000  to  the  Northern  Con- 
struction Company  for  cribbing  done 
cn  the  railway  by  himself  and  the 
Murdoch  Company.

The  witness  said  he  first  worked 
for  the  company  in  'Ontario,  In  ltl2. 
He  did  various  Jobs  on  the  Pacific

from  the  Murdoch  Company.  The 
written  contract  waa  produced. 
Cribbing  and  culvert  work  waa  to  be 
done  for  seventeen  cents  a  foot  of 
timber  put  In  place. 

Explaining  the  manner  in  which  he 
went  to  work.  Mr.  Klnnerty  said  he 
sublet  a  contract  for  getting  out  tim- 
ber for  Ihe  Job.  The  cribbing  wor». 
was  south  of  Queanel,  along  the 
banks  of  the  Fraaer.  The  timber 
was  got  out  In  the  Winter.  He  sublet 
also  contracts  for  putting  In  the  tim- 
ber, and  for  excavations.  Murdoch 
ft  Company  had  the  whole  contract 
for  construetlon  between  Quesnel  and 
Cottonwood  Kevlslons.  At  the  same 
time,  Mr.  Klnnerty  was  acting  as  sup- 
erintendent for  the  Murdoch  Com- 
pany. 

The  contract  was  finished  by  Nov- 
ember. 1120.  said  Mr.  Klnnerty.  When 
he  earns  to  get  his  flnal  settlement, 
he  found  his  payments  had  been  re- 
duced by  the  (iovernment  engineer.

Adverse  market  conditions  Is  tlo 
reason  advanced  by  the  canneries  for 
the  decrease  In  prices.  The  recent' 
quntatlona  show  that  while  forty-five 
cents  per  pound  was'the  prevailing 
price  In  1923  for  sockeye,  this  via- 
fishermen  will  receive  thirty-four 
ufnts  for  ualnK  Independent  gear  and 
twenty-two  and  one-half  cents  fdr 
cannery  gear.  Mr.  Maiden  etatea  thnt 
In  all  probability  a  general  meeting 
of  fishermen  and  canneries  will  be 
called,  to  arrive  at  aome  amicable 
agreement   regarding  the  prlcee. 

Pricea  quoted  for  red  salmon  aver- 
aging around  eighty-five  cen^a  per 
pound,  show  no  Increase  ovea  la.it 
year,  while  the  quotatlone  for  ateel- 
head  being  twenty-two  cents,  aa 
agalnat  ten  centa,  ahow  100  per  cent 
Increase. 

Three  and  four  centa  are  the  pre- 
vailing prices  per  pound  for  chums, 
while  last  year's  quotations  were 
three  and  two  A  alight  increase  In 
prices  paid  for  pink  aalmon  Is  also 
noted  In  the  recent  quotations.
